I 
love the country and the people and It is 
wltb tbe keenest regret that I take my 
leave a; tbe result of this unfortunate let- 
ter incident. Nearly all prominent Span- 
iards and men of Influence in my xmntr* 
•bare my views in regard to America. 
Spain cannot afford to go to war witb the 
United States. If only from motives of 
policy they are determined not to have 
war.Such a thing is out of tbe question If 
the Maine was* blown up ID the Havana 
harbor It Is the ie«nlt of an accident. 
That's certain. THERE WILL BE NO

By 
focusing our thoughts upon them, we 
Ijeeome more susceptible to their visual 
aspect, and by our uttering a rhjth- 
mical sound, as whistling, their impres- 
sion is augmented through harmony ol 
the note with their movement. In 
other words we magnify our sensibility 
to their influence." 


"Your explanation is a learned artc 


•profound one, no doubt," said Laida, a 
little impatiently.

States there nat been, for a similar rea- 
son, an almost complete cessation In tbe 
export of Kidderminster carpets to this 
country.

number of bicycles to Ameilca, but for 
the past three years not n single complete 
bicycle has been shipped to the United 
States from the Birmingham district. In 
addition'to these instances of declining 
trade tbe'Mail says: 


The exports ol steel and Iron have run 


down to very small proportions, for the 
siinplo reason that we are now receiving 
thesa goods from America instead of 
rending them to her. Large Importa 
tlons of American steel and iron have 
been received in tbe Birmingham district 
wlcbln the past year.

The originator of tins idea, Lieut Ed- 


win L Butts, of the Fifth infantry, be 
ke^es that in this he tas found apian 
to make the. drudgerj of garrison work 
less irksome and at the same time pro 
mote efficiency in thedrall 


Heretofore the soldiers have gone 


through the manual of arms without 
perfect regularity and precision' follow 
ing the commands and handling the 
guns ia fhe best manner the} could and 
according to the tactics prescribed for 
them 
It ihould be remembered, by 


(the way, that the famous Upton's tac 
tics are no longer the vogue in the 
United States arrry, but rather those 
laid down in what is called the "Min- 
ual of Phjsical Training-for tlhe United 
States inmj," bj the same Lieut Butts 
-who originated the musical drill 


Lieut Butts believes in the utiliza- 


tion of music wherever possible and 
states that fact in his manual but no 
attempt has hitherto been made to 
carry the plan out an detail The rul- 
ing militarj tactics do not Bay what 


to the left, tnrn body to the left on. hips. 
rising1 well upon right toe, left foot flat 
on ground, and swing rifle to left to 
horizontal position, over head, back hol- 
lowed, wrists well bent back, eyes on 
rifle. Swing down across body and 
over head to right, arms remaining 
straight, the reverse position of first 
movement. 
Bepeat to include 16th 


count 


The fourth exercise is: At first note 


lunge directlj to the left, left foot be- 
ing planted about 36 inches to the left; 
at same time swing rifle over head, 
arms remaining extended, wrists bent 
well back, back hollowed, ejes on rifle 
Lunge directly to the front, left foot 
leading, and take position just de- 
scribed 
Lunge directlj to the right,

MAY TROUTING IN THE SNOW, 
Tradition Dwtroj-e* »r « Sport«m« 


Who FUli** In an Ic»- Stream. 


•'I waded through snow once up to my 


knees to fish for trout," said a New York 


s,,ortsman. "and it was the middle of 
JHy at that, and not more than half a 
[lav's journey from New York. The. 
stream was in the Pocono mountains, 
and I had gone there on purpose to en- 
'iov some early fishing. I got to the 
little backwoods village at night and 
woke next morning to find a cold north- 
cast rainstorm on hand, and when I in- 
mured for a guide to go with nrc to the 
stream the landlord of the tavern. 
looked at me as It ie thought I was 
crazy. 


••You ain't goin' to try to ketch trout 


to-day, 1?". you?" he asked. "Why, you 
c.in't git no fish worms yit, and the 
w oods is full o' snow and the ei eeks has 
got ice ou 'em.' 


" 'I don't want any worms,' I replied, 


smiling at the thought. 'I fish with a 
Jl\.' I didn't believe his talk about 


and ice. 


But trout won't jump at a fly yit, 


the landlord insisted. 'You've got to 
h,n e worms.' 


"I insisted on going to tlie creek, and ] 


lie went out and got a strapping big 
native to act as guide. The guide him- 
self was staggered at the idea of a man's 
-thinking of going out on such a day, 
with the streams in the condition they 
wore alleged to be, to fish for trout, 
without worms for bait, but he at last 
a"ree<l to go on my paying him three 
dollars and finding him in rum, and we 
started. I found out from the guide on 
our way to the creek that the local 
angler in the troutingrcgions of north- 
ern Pennsylvania was always ready for 
action iu tbe streams with his bait and 
tackle as soon as the law allows fish- 
ing, and, if the conditions were favora- 
ble, he was ready a week or so before. 
]le used the worm not because he could 
not east the fly, but because from time 
out of mind he hud stubbornly clung 
to the belief that trout would not rise 
or jump, as he expressed to, to the fly 
BO long as there was snow water in 
tlie streams nor until the natural in- 
sects had appeared on them. 
The 


mountain^region through which the 
streams of that jart of northeastern 
Pennsylvania flow was so apt to have 
winter lingering wilh it late that it had 
been a rare thing for sportsmen from 
the cities to risk the Discomforts and 
uncertainties of a visit to it before 
May, 


although the legal opening of the s«i- 
pon was on April 1. For this reason the 
streams had been left to the inroads of 
the local angler, with his pole and 
worm, for weeks at a time, and the na- 
tive had never seen anything to alter 
]iis belief that trout would not jump to 
a fly under the conditions mentioned. 
It was my mission, I think, to correct 
that old-time idea, and to show- the na- 
tive sportsman that he didn't know as 
much about trout as he thought he did. 


"\Ve arrived at the brook about nine 


o'clock in the morning. It was in good 
condition as to quantity of water, birt. 
my heart sank within me when 1 saw- 
that the story about the snow and tlie 
ice w.us only too true—and it was the 
30th day of May, 1SS5. The most en- 
thusiastic angler never yet saw much 
promise of an enjoyable day's sport 
while tying on his flics standing nearly 
up to his knees in snow, an<1 gating on 
a frozen stream with deep borders of 
ice fringing it as far as the eye could 
sec, especially if one of the coldest and 
most penetrating of rainstorms was 
pelting furiously down upon him. My 
guide tried to induce me to return to 
the shelter of the tavern at once, but I 
had traveled more than 100 miles to en- 
joy some early May trouting, and I wus 
bound to enjoy it—at least I was bound 
to have it. 


"Well, I flsbed that creek more than a 


mile ami a half, and I caught 70 trout. 
Hut, bah! 
It was just like catching 


tuckers, pulling them out. I wouldn't 
nave cared for the discomfort of the 
day's fishing if only the trout had been 
capable of acting up to their nature. 
I caught one trout that was 15 inches 
long, but he had so little fight in him 
that I had no idea he was of more than 
ordinary size until I landed him. The 
trout took the fly with so little anima- 
tion that sometimes I wouldn't know- 
that my feather had been 
touched, 


judging from any effort tiic trout would 
make. Out of one pool, on the bank alioie 
which was the remains of a snowdrift 
that reached nearly to my w..ist, I 
stood and took 13 trout, ono nftcr tlni 
other, like so many stick?. Then I quit 
in disgust, and rejoined my guide, who 
had gone to a bark peeler's cabin tii'.ir 
by and built a roaring fire in the fire- 
place. 


"When we got back to the tavern w<- 


found a group of woodsmen, and I had 
hard work to convince them that I had 
caught my trout with a fly. " he evi- 
dence of the guide alone established 
my declaration. But that experience 
cured mo of a desire to enjoy early 
trouting in such a region as that. I 
have been there many times since, but 
never before the first of June. K'.it I 
find that the idea that trout will not 
jump at the fly while there is snow- 
water in the creek no longer prevails 
among the natives up there, and they 
no longer wait until the ground is so 
they can dig worms before they go out 
to fish. So I'm a litde sorry I destroyed 
Uiat pet belief."—X. Y. Sun.
